Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The non-elected claims 1-11 and 18-20 will be cancelled. Also, the 
phrase "such that the temperature differential between a core and a surface of the glass putter head melt is kept within 
10 percent of each other" was added because this limitation is critical to the annealing process to achieve the desired 
glass putter properties. Specifically, on page 7, lines 24-33 of applicant's Written Description, applicant states that the 
purpose of the annealing schedules is to assure that the temperature differential between the core and the surface is 
kept within 10 percent. 35 U.S.C. §112 requires that this critical limitation be in the independent claim. 
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
